'The shifts in American polltica, 
caused by President Truman's dis- 
{»».sai of Secretary Wallace, are 
taking place rapidly, even though 
reluctantly on the part of some who 
are forced into a changed align­ 
ment. Though there are some con­ 
tradictions, the ahilM move toward 
a plain end. The end ia what exist­ 
ed in nature but waa denied or 
gloseed over, namely the Irreconcii- 
abie difference between two winga 
of «le of America's great poUtiral 
parties. 
The Democratic Party as R was 
«mtU toe Wallace dismissal, includ­ 
ed two groups. One was toe oon- 
«irvaWve and orthodox Democrats. 
The other consisted ol a number of 
booies whose relatitm to the Demo­ 
cratic Party calls for careful state­ 
ment. While they were organised in­ 
dependently and while they pro- 
Ciaimed independence of both par­ 
ties. and in a few cases supported 
Republican candidates for office, 
they in fact operated mainly within 
the Democratic Party, The principal 
oj e of the groups was th« CIO Poli­ 
tical Action Committee. Conserva­ 
tive Democrats regarded this com­ 
mittee as having the purpoae of 
controliing the party. In the Demo­ 
cratic primaries for nominations to 
Congress during the past summer, 
most of the contests that inwlved 
bitterness were between candidates 
supported by conservative Demo- 
ctBts and ones supported by the 
CIO Political Action Committee. 


I^ehmaa Case An lUiutratioB 
What IS now taking place, and 
mi»t go further, is illustrated by the 
caae of former Governor Herbert H. 
Lehman of New York. Mr. Lehman 
is the candidate of the Donocratic 
Party for United States Serator. He 
is also the candidate of the Ameri­ 
can Labor Party. "The latter is close­ 
ly associated with the CIO Political 
Action Committee—the late Sidney 
HJliman, founder and head of th# 
CIO Political Action Committee, 
was at the same time New Yoik 
State Chairman of the American 
Labor Party. 
Into this unity of support of Mr. 
Lehman came the Wallace speech 
and hi* dismissal. The ctmservaUve 
Democrats stand 1^ Mr. Truman as 
a matter of course. But the Amer­ 
ican Labor Party endorsed the Wal- 
late speech which led to his dis­ 
missal. So did other affUiate* of the 
CIO Political Acticm Committee and 
groups sympatbetlc to it. Two such 
group* were the sponsors of toe 
meeting at which Mr. Wallace made 
bit expkmtve speech. After the dis­ 
missal of Mr. Wallace, some of the

The Stalin statement is important 
mostly because of its timing. It will 
be recalled that the tactic* of mak­ 
ing a soothing or pacific ststeroent 
at a psychological moment has In 
the past been utllfsed by various 
dictators to ease a crisis. During the 
disarmament conference in London 
in 1935, Hitler made a statement 
concerning Germany * peaceful pur­ 
poses which waa accepted by our 
own government as a prediction of 
future peace, and psychtrfogically It 
was one of the factor* which caused 
the United States and Britain to 
hesitate in construing reallstlcaUy 
Japan's announcement of her un- 
wiUlngoeH to be bound any further 
by the naval armament limitations 
previously existing.

was correct when he pointed out to his {Stuttgart 
speech thai no final decision had been made at Pots­ 
dam on Polish claims to Silesia 
But the Red delegate pointed out th at the Ger­ 
m an-Polish border aking the Oder-Neuse line U a 
"fait accompli" which remains only to be formally 
recognised at the peace conference 
The permanence 
of the tentative boundary was assured, to ail intents 
and purposes, when th# Big Tour agreed to allow the 
Poles to evacuate the German population from Silesia. 
When this had been done the die was cast and the 
border had become as firmly fixed as any borders 
deer are 
There was no practical possibility that the peace 
eonferenee would order the return to Germany of 
territory in which the Poles were firmly established 
Secretary Byrne* knew this when he made this

Th# other consisted of a number of 
bootes whose relation to the Demo­ 
cratic Party eaiis tor careful state­ 
ment While they were organised in­ 
dependently and while they pro­ 
fit lined independence of both par- 
Lea. and in a few cases supported 
Republican 
candidates for office, 
they in tact operated mainly within 
the Democratic Party. The principal 
Of e of the groups waa toe CIO Poli­ 
tical Action Committee Conserva­ 
tive Democrats regarded this com­ 
mittee aa having the purpose of 
controlling the party. In th* Demo- 
ci atle primaries for nominations to 
Congress during toe past summer 
moat of toe contests that involved 
bitterness were between candidates 
supported by conservative Demo­ 
crats and ones supported by the 
CIO Political Action Committee. 


I .eh mao Case An Iliostratiea 
What is now taking place, and 
must go further, is illustrated by the 
ca*# of former Governor Herbert H. 
Lehman of New York. Mr. Lehman 
is the candidate of toe Democratic 
Party for United States Senator He 
is also toe candidate of to* Ameri­ 
can Labor Party The latter is close­ 
ly associated with the CIO Pouucel 
Action Committee—the late Sidney 
Hillman, founder and head of Ute 
CIO Political 
Action 
Committee. 
WM at the same time New Yolk 
Blate Chairman of to* Amerkan

Into this unity of support of Mr 
Lehman came th* Wallace speech 
arri his dismissal The conservative 
Democrat* stand by Mr Truman ss 
a matter of course. But toe Amer­ 
ican Labor Party endorsed toe W il­ 
ier* speech which led to his dis­ 
missal. So did other affiliates of the 
CIO Political Action Committee and 
groups sympathetic to it. Two such 
group# were the sponsors of toe 
meeting at which Mr. Wallace made 
bu explosive speech.

Stalin Pacific Utterances Not New 


Generalissimo Stalin has mad* 
pacific utterances before If his lat­ 
est 
pronouncement results in 
a 
change of attitude of his spokesmen 
at Parts and before the United Na­ 
tion# conferences in New York, the 
•world will indeed breathe easier. 
The Stalin statement is important 
mostly because of its timing. It will 
be recalled that the tactic* of mak­ 
ing a soothing or pacific statement 
at a psychological moment has in 
the past been utilised by various 
dictators to ease a crisis During the 
disarmament conference in London 
in 153ft. Hitler made a statement 
concerning Germany a peaceful pur­ 
poses which was accepted by our 
own government as a prediction of 
future peace, and psychologically It 
WM one of the factors which caused 
toe United States and Britain to 
hesitate in conatruing realistically 
Japans announcement of her un­ 
willingness to be bound any further 
by the naval armament limitation* 
previously existing.

sia stalin adds that this monopoly 


will not last very long anyway. This 
means that Russia expects to gel th# 
secret eventually, but if perchance

Secretary of Commerce Wallace is 
quick to say that tote and the Eden 
interview indicate that progress is 
being made toward an understand­ 
ing. and that the altering up of the 
question by him was not without 
constructive results 
Actually toe 
Russian-American differences have 
been coming to a climax for a long 
time and It was the firm policy of 
the United States and toe dismissal 
from the cabinet of a member with 
"appeasement" view# which gave 
Russia an unequivocal and unmis­ 
takable 
definition 
of 
American 
policy. 
It might possibly be that the first 
results of the firm American policy 
ar* beginning to be manifest and 
that, since America could not be 
divided or budged from previous po­ 
sitions taken by Secretary Byrne*, 
toe Russian group In Moscow has 
decided that perhaps the situation 
has been allowed tq disintegrate 
too far and that a restoration of 
better relations, at least In the im­ 
mediate future, ta highly desirable.

The Cumberland man volunteered 
to be a livestock care taker on the 
ship which will leave from New­ 
port News. Va., within the next 
; couple of days. He declared he sub­ 
mitted Iris name early in August 
' and was notified Monday by the

he would sail this week

Abbott a leave of absence giving him 
sufficient time to make the trip. He 
declared last night that the voyage 
I would be his first experience on 
the sea. but said he wanted to see 
for himself the conditions of Euro- 
I pean countries.
